From Germany With Tomatoes 


NEW YORK—A 16-man German soccer team was greeted here 
Jast week by a shower of tomatoes fired by a shouting band of 
15 members of B'rith Trumpeldor, youth arm of the right-wing 
Revisionist Zionist Organization of America. 

Waving signs labeling the visiting team members as “nazis” 


and “murderers,” the Betar youth 
also pitched rotten eggs and 
spoiled apples as the team as- 
sembled for pictures on the steps 
of New York City Hall. 

Vincent Impellitteri, City Coun- 
gil President, denounced the 
youths as a “handful of Com- 
munists” and said they had 
prought “eternal disgrace” to the 
city. 

The Betar youth had only a 
little time before a rush call for 
reinforcements brought 12 police 
in who broke up the demonstra- 
tion. The young men and women 
managed to fire a heavy barrage 
in the few minutes. 

Three boys were arrested and 
charged with disorderly conduct. 
A police officer seized two and 
pne of the visiting players grab- 
bed the third youth. 

They indentified themselves as 
Martin Kramer, 21, Brooklyn, a 
Brooklyn College student; Phin- 
sas Stolper, 18, also a Brooklyn 
College student; and Joseph J. 


Adler, 18, a student at City Col- 
lege.

The group of Germans, the 
manager of the team and officials 
of the German group lined up 
for pictures. Impeliterri said he 
was unable to join in the picture 
because of a “bad cold.” Mayor 
O’Dwyer was absent. 

As news cameramen focussed 
their cameras, the youths rushed 
forward tossing the spoiled 
vegetables and eggs. Others pull- 
ed out placards which read: 

“Protest nazi Invasion of New 

York.” 

“Six Million Dead! Now Wel- 

come nazis!” 

As the youth closed in on the 
Germans, they shouted “Swine, 
murderers—who won the war?” 

As the three arrested youths 
were taken away by police, the 
rest of the Betar youth followed 
the Germans to the City Hall 
station of the subway, taunting 
them. Police formed a shield be- 
tween the youths and the Ger- 
mans. 

The Gérman group, represent- 
ing the Hamburg Sports Verein, 
arrived by plane from Hamburg 
for a six-game good-will tour of 
U.S. soccer centers. 

Paul Hauenschild, honorary 
president of the group, said “we 
could see they were not Ameri- 
cans.”

The awards will go to the 
person making the greatest contri- 
bution to the center movement in 
the preceding year; for the great- 
est contribution to the develop- 
ment of an indigenous American 
Jewish culture; and for the great- 
est contribution toward the reli- 
gious and morale welfare of mem- 
bers of the nation’s armed forces.

Arthur Koestler Says Duties Ended, Renounces Jewishness 


LONDON—Arthur Koestler, brilliant European 
essayist, novelist-reporter on Israel and supporter of 
Jewish terrorism in pre-statehood days, has re- 
nounced his Jewishness to carry out his conviction 
that Jews throughout the’ world must either go to 
Israel or give up their Jewish identity—and do it 
now. 

Koestler made the disclosure in a copyrighted in 
terview with Maurice Carr, Paris correspondent for 
the Jewish CHRONICLE of London. 

The nub of the problem, as seen by Koestler, was 
quoted tn his book, “Promise and Fulfilment,” in 
which he said “The existence of the Hebrew State 

. puts every Jew outside Israel before a dilemma 
which will become increasingly acute. It is the 
choice between becoming a citizen of the Hebrew 
nation and renouncing any conscious or implicit 
claim to separate nationhood.” 

Koestler put in these terms in the interview: 

“I think the choice must be made here and now, 
for the next géneration’s sake. The time has come 
for every Jew to ask himself: DO I really consider 
myself a member of a Chosen Race destined to re- 
turn from Exile to the Promised Land? In other 
words, do I want to emigrate to Israel? And if not, 
what right have I to go calling myself a Jew and 
thereby inflicting on my children the stigma of 
otherliness?” 

He contended that Jews who insist on remaining 
Jews outside of Israel condemn their children “to 
unwholesome environment pressures which at best 
create handicaps of varying severity to their inner 
development and public careers and at worst lead to 
Treblinkas and Auschwitzes.” 

Carr asked the novelist whether his rush to make 
the choice arose from fears of new Treblinkas. 

Koestler replied that anti-Semitism was growing, 

» @ven in America, but that he did not anticipate any 
-Pogroms in the United States. He said it was not

but “the fundamental evil of abnormal environmental 
pressures from which the Wandering Jew must save 
himself and the coming generation.” 


The novelist rejected the thesis that humanity 


would lose the great contribution Jews have made 
throughout the exile. 

“Would you recommend parents to give their 
children deliberately an unhappy childhood in the 
hope of breeding an Einstein, a Freud or a Heine?” 
he asked. 

Koestler flatly rejected the thesis that his pro- 
posal involved an act of cowardice for the Jew who 
would give up his Jewishness. 

“Today every Jew has the possibility of going to 
Israel, so it is no longer an act of cowardice to 
choose the alternative of renouncing one’s Jewish- 
ness,” he told Carr, “It has become voluntary re- 
nunciation, which before the rebirth of Israel it was 
not.” 

Koestler was reminded. that of all the Jews per- 
secuted by Hitler, none suffered so terribly as those 
who had assimilated. 

To that the novelist replied he was certain that 
“by and large the Gentile world will welcome whole 
wholehearted Jewish assimilation. 

“Individual complications may arise, especially in 
the first and second generation, but thereafter—what 
with mixed marriages—the Jewish probiem will 
gradually disappear to the benefit of all concerned,” 
he said. 

The novelist emphasized that he did not advo- 
cate conversion of Jews outside Israel to any other 
religion, which he said would be “contemptible hyp- 
ocrisy.” 

No believer in any religion, Koestler dismissed the 
Jew’s devotion to Judaism, 

Agreeing that the primary distinguishing mark of 
the Jew was his religion, Koestler added his convic- 
tion that “this religion becomes meaningless if you 
go on praying for ‘next year in Jerusalem,’ even 
while you are firmly resolved to stay away.” 





He made short shrift of Jewish lore, asserting 
that the Scriptures have become the common prop. 
erty of all mankind and that “the Talmud is today 
of interest only to a narrow specialized group.” 

Secular Jewish lore he found mainly in Yiddish, 
which he said had “been killed with the people who 
spoke it in Eastern Europe.” 

Koestler suggested one qualification im his pro- 
gram. He agreed that while Israel was taking in 
vast numbers of homeless Jews, it was the duty of 
Jews outside Israel to give help. He proposed that 


* such help should continue for about five years. 


“After this transition period, there should no long- 
er be any Zionist Organization of America, no United 
Jewish Appeal, no Zionist movement, no fund-raising, 
in fact none of this paradox of a state proud of its 
sovereignty ahd yet going around with the begging- 
bowl.” 

Carr put two questions to Koestler on his own po- 
sition: “Do you still regard yourself as a Jew. Do 
you wish others to consider you as being no longer 
a Jew?” 

Koestler replied: 

“As far as religion is concerned, I consider the Ten 
Commandments and the Sermon on the Mount as in- 
separable as the root and the flower. 

“As far as race is concerned, I have no idea and 
take no jinterest in the question of how many He. 
brews, Babylonians, Roman legionnairies, Christian 
crusaders, and Magyar nomads were among my an- 
cestors. 

“I consider it a chance occurence that my father 
happened to be of the Jewish faith; but I felt that 
it committed me morally to identify myself with the 
Zionist movement as long as there was no haven 
for the persecuted and the homeless. 

“The moment that Israel became a reality I felt re 
leased from this commitment and free to choose be- 
twen becoming a citizen of Israel or a European in 
Europe. My whole development and cultural alleg- 
iance made Europe the natural choice.”

Mrs. Rabinowitch came to this country to arrange f@ 
for the placing of over 40 Israeli workers in various §': 
American factories where they can learn the best 
American techniques. She came a few weeks ahead 
of her crew and they came later. She says the 
reception accorded the workers is very cordial. La- 
bor organizations and industrial management is 
very helpful. She singled out in particular Mr. 
Schiff. Incidentally, she says many non-Jewish firms and labor 
organizations are also helpful. The sight of fine skilled workers 
from Israel (and they are a fine lot—I have met them and talked 
with them) eager to learn the American know-how, arouses admir- 
ation and a desire to be of help. Among Jews it evokes a new sense 
of self-esteem. 

American Jews have always been accustomed to view Jewish 
activities, including Israeli activities, as a form of charity. United 
Jewish Appeal techniques and tear-jerking devices are in line with a 
time-honored Jewish tradition.

THE PALESTINE WAR stetied the American Jews into a 
realization of another aspect of Jewish activities, which they re- 
spect much more and which*they are more eager to help—helping 

4 a brave man who helps himself. But then came the camps in Israel 
and the old tear-jerking tradition reasserted itself. Now come self- 
respecting skilled and intelligent Jewish laborers from Israel asking 
for hothing more than a chance to improve their skills. The 
American Jew is proud of him. 

The typical American Jew will give you a quarter for a meal, 
but will give you a hundred-dollar loan, if he has it, to help you set 
up in business by yourself, that is, if he is sold on you as a willing 
and able fellow. 

Now to come back to Ben Browdy and Albert Schiff. To ap- 
point a distinguished man as chairman of a committee on PEC 
means taking the PEC seriously. 
It means getting as many mem- 
bers of the ZOA as possible to be- 
come partners in Israeli business 
enterprises. PEC is the most im- 
portant investment company in Is- 
rael. 

A year or two years intensive 
activity by the ZOA can accomp- 
lish several things: double the 
capital of the PEC; make it a 
popular outfit, perhaps less timid 
and conservative in its policy than 


all, its own members to look up- 
on activity in behalf of Israel as 
participation in a great historic 
task, rather than of charity, and 
next, to influence the rest of the 
Jewish public in that spirit. 

To sell stocks for PEC isa 
more dignified way of participat- 
ing in the upbuilding of Israel 
than to appeal to pity for the poor 
unfortunates in the camps.

CHRISTIAN GIVES TEMPLE ALTAR TABLE 
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THE NATIONAL JEWISH POS? 





By EARL KLEIN 
National Jewish Post Correspondent 
CHICAGO (NJP)—A pioneer- 
ing effort in use of a synagogue 
as a home for a full-scale Jewish 
Community Center has ended a 
successful half-year of operation 
here. 


The partnership has linked Chi- 
cago’s Conservative Congregation 
Rodfei Zedek and the Jewish Cen- 
ter movement in a “joint pro- 
gram” to supply center facilities 
for the south side Hyde Park com- 
munity. 

Under the agreement reached 
last October, the congregation 
contributed its building facilities 
while the centers provided a 
trained supervisor. 


The new undertaking, known 
as the joint program of Congre- 
gation Rodfei Zedek and the 
Jewish Centers of Chicago, 
serves 15 clubs and organiztions, 
ranging from a cub scout troop 
to a golden age group for per- 
sons over 55. The monthly mem- 
bership attendance hits close to 
1,200 persons. 


The joint program is attracting 
national attention in the center 
movement because of its impli- 


cations for the long-standing ide- © 
ological fight between synagogues 
and centers. 

WHEN IT STARTED 

The program was first proposed 
last fall when leaders of the cen- 
ter movement and of the Hyde 
Park area met to discuss the ad- 
visability of erecting a Jewish 
center for the community. 

At that time, Rabbi Ralph Si- 
mon of Congregation Rodfei Ze- 
dek suggested that the existing 
recreational facilities of the syn- 
agogues and temples should be 
considered in any such planning. 

He said his congregation had 
physical faciliiies for a Jewish 
center and that it would welcome 
the chance to experiment with a 
joint project. 

A LITTLE DUBIOUS 

Rabbi Simon explained this 
week that at first both groups 
had doubts about the experiment 
but both were willing to try. 

“There were a number of things

to be ironed out in the prelimi- 
nary planning,” he said. “Even 
our attitudes had to be changed. 
Some members of the synagogue 
felt that Jewish center personnel 
would be hostile to our religious 
standards.

The program is supervised by a 
combined committee of five rep- 
resentatives of the Jewish Com- 
munity centers and five members 
of the synagogue board, plus Rab- 
bi Simon and Samuel Lévine, gen- 
eral director of the community 


centers. 
EACH INDEPENDENT 

With the exception of this com- 
mittee, which meets monthly, the 
synagogue has no authority over 
the center and the community 
centers have no authority over the 
synagogue. 


Memberships are separate for 
the two institutions. Where the 
center differs from all others, ac- 
cording to information here, is 
that it is housed in a synagogue. 


“We are in a sense serving the 
whole Jew,” Rabbi Simon said. 
“We are giving him his informal 
and _ recreational activities in a 
Synagogue atmosphere. Previous- 
ly there were some who empha- 
sized the center and neglected the 
synagogue, or vice versa. Now we 
have a program combining the 
benefits of both.” 


He cited, as an example, the 
fact that the synagogue has had 
a Bar Mitzvah club for years but 
noted that no Jewish center in 
Chicago had such a club. “Now 
we have a Bar Mitzvah club with 
top level center supervision.” 

THE WHOLE JOB 

Both parties believe that the 

program has helped serve mem-

bers of the community closer te 
the actual focus of their needs. 
A Hyde Park boy who wants to 
beliong to a Jewish center does 
not have to travel several miles 
any more. He now has his center 
in his neighborhood synagogue. 
Agreement also was’ general 
that in respect to finances, the 
joint program is able to operate 
at a cost lower than separate ac- 
tivities would have permitted. 
The Jewish Center organization 
has a center without the cost of 
erecting a building and the syna- 
gogue has “a well trained pro- 
gram director we could not _pre- 
viously afford,” Rabbi Simon said. 


SOME WORK REMAINS 
“Levine said there were still ad- 
justments to be made in the pro- 
gram and in supervision but 
agreed that the plan had combined 
the goals and techniques of the 
two institutions. 


He said that by September, 
two or three more synagogues in 
various parts of Chicago are ex- 


pected to join the program. 


Rabbi Simon said that under the 
profram, all facilities of the syn- 
agogue get more adequate use.

Religious schools in the U. S. Reform move- 
ment are in a sad mess, says Rabbi Harry 
Essrig of Grand Rapids’ Temple Emanuel in 
the Temple Bulletin—My duties as a visiting 
instructor at the Hebrew Union College have 
brought me in close contact with the status of 
our religious schools. I should like to report 
that by and large they are in a most deplorable 
situation. This may be due to the following 
factors: 

1. The neglect of our congregations: Our 
own school is an excellent example of this! 
But I am not speaking only of physical facili- 
ties, but of the general tendency to relegate 
the needs of the school to the periphery of our 
interests and concern. It is much easier for the 
Rabbi to win acclaim in other areas of congre- 
gational life and he becomes easily discouraged 
over the lack of interest shown by the parents 
towards what goes on in the school. 

2. The backwardness of our Jewish educa- 
tors: It is obvious that many of our top leaders 
in Jewish education have not kept abreast the 
latest developments in the field. Some very 
drastic changes are indicated, if my reading of 
the literature in education makes any sense.

The JTA definitely should be maintained. The 
service it performs is very necessary. It seems 
that a Jewish agency cannot be self-supporting,

A free and independent JTA, free and inde- 
pendent of any outside financial help, is the 
best kind of JTA. If this is not possible, then 
a new means of providing the additional funds 
must be found other than the present arrange- 
ment. When a news agency loses public trust, 
its value is gone. That is exactly what is bound 
to happen to the JTA unless the Jewish com- 
munity can be assured of its independence.

ARSHAS “B’har-B’chukkosay” 
(Leviticus XXV-XXVII). The 
number seven as a memorial to 
Jewish practices in ancient days 
appears often and meaningful in 
the system of the Sabbaths. The 
Sabbath at the end of the week, 
Pentecost, at the end of seven 
weeks, the seventh month as the 
sacred and eventful month, and 
now in “B’har” details are related 
as to the Sabbatical year and the 
“Jubilee,” which comes after a 
week of Sabbatical years. During 
the Sabbath year, the land was to 
lie fallow and was not to be cul- 
tivted. Since the land is_ not 
man’s absolute possession, but be- 
longs rather to God, it is given 
into man’s hands as a Divine 
trust; the land, too, has to rest. 
This Sabbatical year of rest was 
part of the reiterated covenant on 
the Return from the Babylonian 
exile.

Its basic 
law and constitution is the Torah 
as interpreted by our prophets, 
by our sages of the Talmud, by 
Rabbi Joseph Karo, and all rab- 
bis and sages who defined and in- 
terpreted the divine laws for us 
through the generations. The im- 
plication that there is any viola- 
tion of the Shabbat in H.H. colo- 
nies is shameful, slanderous and 
unfair to the heroic self-sacrifi- 
cing Religious-Orthodox Pioneers 
of Israel.

H.H. believes in building colo- 
nies, in irrigating the waste land 
of the Negev, in building up co- 
operatives and homes for new 
olim, in defending their land to 
the last. The religious chalutz 
proved that the hand which puts 
on Tefilin -also toils the _ soil, 
drains the swamps and when ne- 
cessary holds a gun and fights for 
God, Torah, his Land and Peo- 
ple.. Kfar Etzion, Tirat Zvi, Yav- 
ne, and many others, did more for 
Religion and Orthodoxy than any 
amount of sermons combined. On 
this score H. H. differs from many 
other religious groups. 

If such a complete Torah life 
seems to certain people and “sur_ 
veyors” as a quest for “changes,” 
it is only out of failure to com- 
prehend the magnitude and beau- 
ty of true Torah life coming to 
its fll glory in a reborn nation 
in its own land. Changes—yes, 
changes from a distorted Galut 
outlook towards a life based on 
the precepts of our prophets, on 
social justice and “humanistic 
terms,” which is the true mean- 
ing of Torah.

ANTI-REFORM JEWS 


ARE FIGHTING 


A STRAW MAN, READER CONTENDS 


@ Editor, National Jewish Post: 

As a Reconstructionist Jew, I 
want to take strong exception to 
reader Simon Miller’s letter in the 
issue of April 21, in which he at- 
tempted to ridicule American Re- 
form Judaism. Mr. Miller first sets 
up a straw man and then pro- 
ceeds to win an easy _ victory 
against him. 


The Reform Judaism which Mr. 
Miller describes is based on the 
classic Pittsburgh Platform of 
1885 and as such it is being sub- 
mitted to a continuous process 
of reevaluation and revision. I 


wonder if Mr. Miller is acquainted 
with the Columbus platform of 
the Central Conference of Ameri- 
can Rabbis adopted in 1937 which 
endorsed the Zionist goals as a 
positive force in American Jew- 
ish life. 


I don’t know what type of Re- 
form Judaism Mr. Miller finds in 
Indiana Harbor, Ind., but I read 
his remarks after coming home 
from a late Friday evening serv- 
ice at Pittsburgh’s Reform Tem- 
ple Sinai (Rabbi Burton Leven- 
son, ordained at Hebrew Union 
College), and Mr. Miller’s charge 
that Reform is opposed to the 
use of Hebrew prayers is simply 
untrue. Everybody knows that Re- 
form Judaism has reintroduced 
many traditional practices and 
values in synagogue’ worship 
which it had discarded in the 
late 19th and early 20th centur- 
ies. 


Except for the men’s uncover- 
ed heads and the readings from 
the Torah on Friday night, the 
Temple Sinai’s services are essen- 
tially the same as the services 
conducted by Rabbi Herman Hal- 
perin in Pittsburgh’s Conservative 


Tree of Life Congregation. To be 
sure, the prayer books are difs 
ferent; that of Temple Sinai is the 
1946 revised edition of the Hebrew 
Union Prayerbook which opens 
from left to right, while the “Etz 
Chaim” uses the official 1946 
prayer book of the United Syna- 
gogue. At the Sinai Temple, how- 
ever, all the hallowed prayers are 
rendered in Hebrew with the act- 
ive participation of the congrega- 
tion: Lechu-nerana, Lecho Dodi, 
the Shema, the Kaddish, the Ami- 
dah, the Kiddush, the Adon Olam, 
the “benediction,” even Ain Kes 
lohenu were all recited or sung 
in our sacred tongue. The rabbi’s 
discourse dealt with traditional 
Jewish customs and ceremonies 
around courtship and marriage, 
the second sermon in his current 
series on “How the Jew Lives.” 
Indeed, except for some underly- 
ing differences in theology which 
are not reflected in the actual ser- 
vices, there is practically no “difs 
fering congregations.” ,Actually 
“right wing Reform” and “left 
wing Conservatism” are drawing 
closer together; the distinctions 
are becoming artificial. The day 
will yet come when kindred spir- 
its in both the Union of Ameri- 
can Hebrew Congregations and 
the United Synagogue will fuse to 
form one overall organization em- 
bracing the “American Judaism” 
of the future. That day will be 
immeasurably hastened when Mr, 
Miller realizes that the battle 
which he apparently is still fight- 
ing is no longer an issue in 
American Jewish life.

He made it plain that in addi- 
tion to seeking to make Jews 
yield their religion, he also wants 
them to give up their Zionism. 

He said that in spite of the 
Committee’s. work, he thought 
there had been an increase in 
anti-Semitism. One of the con- 
tributing factors in this alleged 
increase, he felt, was the “aggres- 
siveness of Zionism.” 

Asked specifically about the 
Committee’s attitude toward the 
State of Israel, Dr. Hoffman said 
that all views were represented 
on the Committee but that as far 
as he was concerned, he had al- 
ways “opposed the creation of a 
Jewish political state anywhere 
in the world.” 

A LATE DATE 

He called Israel a “belated 
event in history. The day of na- 
tionalism is on the wane.” 

He also contended, as does the 
anti-Zionist American Council for 
Judaism, that the rebirth of Is- 
rael had added fuel to the argu- 
ments of anti-Semites who were 
claiming that it was due to the 
efforts of American Jews that the 
state was established. 

Asked about the research as- 
pects of the Committee’s battle 
against anti-Semitism, Dr. Hoff- 
man said that the Committee ob- 
tained factual material on such 
prejudice through a questionnaire 
sent to all Protestant churches. 
He did not quote any statistics, 
however. 

A LITTLE HAZY 

He said he receives publica- 
tions of the non-Zionist Ameri- 
can Jewish Committee and the 
Jewish Publication Society of 
America. His familiarity with 
such publications appeared some- 


long time ago, when records 
were badly kept and when few 
people went overboard on track 
and field events. But mention 
was made, and always should be 
made when one talks about track, 
of Abel Kiviat, who recently 
broke into the news again when 
the N.Y. Track Writers Assn. 
voted him their Outstanding 
Service Award because at track 
events he hustles from one re- 
porter to another and gives them 
vital information about the ath- 
letes who are participating in the 
games.

In the 
National AAU championships of 
1911 and 1913 Kiviat won the 
600 and the 1000 yard races. In 
wiping all opposition before him 
he licked Ted Meredith, Mel 
Sheppard, Dave Caldwell and 
other stars of his time. In the 
1912 Olympics he lost in a photo 
finish to an Englishman because 
Abel concentrated on beating his 
American competitors, or at least 
that’s Lou Miller’s story. In any 
case, Abel Kiviat was quite a 
runner, and deserves a passing 
mention in the parade of sports. 
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what doubtful; in his “What 
‘Now for the Jews?” published in 
1948, he referred to the American 
Jewish Committee as being “ag- 
gressively Zionist in character.” 

It was stressed in the inter- 
view that the main purpose of the 
organization is not fighting hate 
but converting Jews. Six of the 
organization’s seven formal goals 
are devoted to the evangelical ob- 
jectives of the Committee, which 
has representatives of the Fed- 
eral Council of Churches of 
Christ in America, the Home Mis- 
sion Council of North America, 
the Foreign Missions Conference 
of North America’ and the Inter- 
national Missionary Council. 

HOW TO DO IT 

“We aim to promote by all pos- 
sible and ethically fair means, 
good will, understanding and co- 
operation between Christians and 
Jews,” one article begins. “While 
we fully appreciate the value and 
necessity of such good will and 
neighborliness and endorse and 
urge active promotion of such, 
we would emphasize the fact that 
the full Christian obligation to- 
ward the Jewish people involves 
in addition, the presentation of 
the claims of Christ to them as 
to all peoples. Our commission is 
to teach, to preach and to share 
Jesus Christ in boldness of faith 
to all men.” 

The Committee urges all min- 
isters of local churches to call 
on their Jewish neighbors when 
they make their regular pastoral 
rounds of church members. Dr. 
Hoffman said that he deplores 
efforts of independent missionary 
groups and that such efforts are 
the business of the Church. 

NO FIGURES 


Asked how successful the Com- 
mittee’s efforts were, Dr. Hoff- 
man replied, “I have no figures. I 
am not after statistics, but the 
figure is far larger than either 
Jew or Christian believes.” 

He said he was aware of the 
fact that the Jewish community 
ostracises its apostates and that 
this naturally slowed up the con- 
version efforts. 

The Committée recently held a 
conference at which efforts to 
convert Jews were approved, 
while somewhat confusingly, ef- 
forts to take Jews away from 
their culture were discouraged. 

DID YOU KNOW? 

Dr. Hoffman explained that 
this meant that Jews did not have 
to give up such elements of their 
culture as language or ritual. He 
Said there were a number of 
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Jews, which has a double goal of fighting anti-Semitism and converting Jews, said this week that 
the vigor of the fight against hatred of Jews is not dependent on the success of the conversion drive, 

But Dr. Conrad Hoffman, the group’s executive secretary, made it plain, in an exclusive inter- 
view that the main effort of the organization is conversion of U. S. Jews to Christianity.

10's Carey Denounces Charge 
From Pro-Red Body He's Hater 


DENVER—James B. Carey of the CIO, accused by the Commu- 
nist-front American Jewish Labor Council of turning anti-Semitic, Eliash. 
last week blasted the charge as “sheer nonsense.” 

Carey, national secretary-treasurer of the labor organization, 
made his reply to the charge in a letter to Robert Gamzey, editor of 


the Denver Intermountain Jewish 
NEWS. 

Gamzey, writing in his weekly 
“Mile-High View” column in the 
Anglo-Jewish weekly, said he had 
decided not to publicize the charge 
against Carey without first get- 
ting Carey’s stand. 


JUST NONSENSE 

Referring to the “attacks on 
me by the American Jewish Labor 
Council to the effect that I have 
become suddenly anti-Semitic,” 
Carey wrote Gamzey that the 
charge “is, of course, sheer non- 
sense. It is founded solely on the 
allegation that a wholly fictitious 
character, created by a labor news- 
paper cartoonist, caricatures a 
Jew.” 

He said his record in fighting 
racial and _ religious discrimina- 
tion, as well as that of the CIO, 
spoke for itself. 

“With regard to the allegations 
by the American Jewish Labor 
Council, you ought to know that 
I recently received a manifesto 
from that group, signed by Ben 
Gold, ordering me to appear be- 
fore them for trial,” Carey wrote 
Gamzey. 

WHO HE IS 

Ben Gold is one of the top lead- 
ers of the Communist party in 
the United States. 

“My reply to Ben Gold and his
